Ingalls, 
on Fourth street, and asked for a two-ounce 
vial of landanum,-saying it was jor his wife, 
and dzring its purchase he asked if it was a 
very potent article, and if it would kill a 
man. Dr. Ingalls laughed and told him it 
would kill a half dozen, little dreaming that 
the customer would be within a short while 
beyond the help of mortal man. When Mr. 
Derry went home he sought his room, and 
not coming out soon enough, a member of 
the family entered and found him in an un- 
conscious state, from which he never recoy- 
ered, and this morning early ke died. He 
has been a citizen of Macon a 
mumber of years, and was regarded as an 
exemplary man, having been identified with 
the church and its matters. He was the 
father of St. James’ church of Augusta, and 
organized its Sunday school. It is said of 
him that he never refused a church donation 
or ever turned u person from his door. His 
manoer of living was not of an extravagant 
nature, ner were his habits of a questionable 
thought. He had lived a life of comfort and 
ease, but could not account for his discrepan- 
ies. He, rather than face the ignominy of 
the crime, committed self-destruction, and 

laced himself before the bar of God, where

Troy, October 19.—The following marriage 
notice was printed ina Troy newspaper on 
Sunday last:

The 
Trojans, including Miss Lawrence, returned 
to ‘Troy on the 1¢th, andon the way Bastable 
and Miss Lawrence agreed to go to Dr. Bald- 
Win’s on their arrivalin Troy.

In an interview this mornirg Margaret 
Harris stated that she did notsieepat all, 
but prayed all night. She was feeling as well 
as the circumstances admitted; felt that her 
sins had been forgiven and her soul was ready 
to meet its God. At 10:35 she was taken from 
the jail under an escort of fifty picked men 
armed with double barreled shot guns and 
conyeyed tothe gallows which was situated 
three-fourths of a mile to the north from the 
courthouse and fifty yards fromthe Western 
and Atlantic railroad track. It was the same 
on which Johnson was hung in Rome. A 
rope had been streched around the sc.tfold to 
keep the crowd back. With the assistance of 
Sheriff Taylor she mounted the steps. Then 
“Jesus Lover of My Seul’’ was sungin which 
Margaret joined. Then Rev. W. D. Johnson, 
colored, made a very affecting and earnest 
prayer, during which the prisoner sang to 
herselfin alow tone. After which ‘Sweet 
By and By’’ was sung with great 
unction, the prisoner joining-in with a Clear, 
strong voice. The sheriff then told her that 
if she so desired she could make a statement 
to the crowd. ‘The preachers then exhorted 
her to tell the truth, which she promised to 
do. Rising and facing the north, she com- 
menced in a clear, riuging voice the following 
statement:

HER STATEMENT. 

“Gentlemen, ladies, friends and all; 
want you all to be quiet and hear what I say.

I 
am innocent of the charge. I did not poison 
Lela Lewis,but hope to sliake hands with her 
in heaven.

THROUGH THE TRAP. 

The statement grew rambling and she re- 
peated some sentences ovér and over. Her 
brother and sister bade her goodbye; the 
sheriff pinioned her arms and feet, and at 
12:07 the trap wassprung.

She made no 
struggle, only slightly drawing up her feet 
once.

THE HISTORY OF THE CRIME. 

Margaret Harris was about 18 years of age, 
coal black, five feet two inches in height, 
heavily built, and weighed 150 pounds. She 
has only one eye, the right one being out, 
and altogether her face is not pleasant to look 
upon. Added to this she has very large hands 
and feet, which make her apperance even 
worse looking. To your correspendent she 
talked freely, but did not seem to comprehend 
the enormity of her crime. The crime was 
committed in August last. She wished to 
marry a certain negro man, and Mrs. Lewis, 
who raised her from a babe, opposed the 
match. She first stated in court that this ne- 
gro man, Dave McDowell, or Dave Dukes, as 
he is better known, and whom she stated she 
wished to mary, induced her to try to ‘‘con- 
jure’ the old lady’s life away by puttingsome 
white beans in a bottle with water in it and 
burying it with the neck of the bottle down- 
ward. She said he told that when the beans 
began to swell the old lady would get sick, 
and when the beans burst she would burst 
too. This conjuring process did not ‘‘work’’ 
and so she said he gave her poison to put in 
the food. She put the poison in some rice, 
of which the whole family’ ate. As soon as 
they became sick they sent fora doctor, who 
discovered that they were poisoned, and ad- 
ministered emetics. All have recovered 
from the effects of the poison but one child 
which died. She, however, now makes a 


| sworn statement that McDowell or Dukes is

TAYLOR BRY THROAT. 


The Fata’ Twist of the Hangman’s Ktope Eoda lis 
Special to The Constitution. 

Monrog, October 19.—For the first time in 
twenty years the gallows was seen in Walton 
county yesterday. On it perished a wretch 
whose wayward life led through a variety of 
crime to this dismal gloom. 

The story ef the crime for which Taylor 
Bryant gave up his life. recallsa singular ca- 
reer Si crimte. On the night of the 2%th of 
August last, Mrs. Elizabeth V. Swords, a 
highly respectable widow, who lives alone 
with ber two little children, was awakened 
about twoo’clock in the morning by some 
one teareng down the window and getting in 
her room. She asked who it was, and was 
told it waga white man, and that he would 
kill her if she screamed. She reached for her 
pistol and Snapped it at him, but, like many 
other pistols, it failed to fire when most need- 
ed. In this helpless condition the poor wo- 
man was caught and choked and her mouth 
covered until the villain accomplished his 
hellish desires. He then left her and her 
children screaming with fright, telling them 
‘God damp you, if you don’t hush I'll come 
back and kjll every damn: one of you.’’ No 
sooner hadvhe left the house than she gan to 
a neighbor’gs house and gave the alarm. She 
told her frténds that it was a negro; she did 
not know His name, but it was the one who 
lived on Mr, Moon’s place, and had been to 
her house a few days before to sell her some 
wheat; thatshe knew him—the moon was 
shining, am@ she could see his size and color 
and could feadily recognize his voice. Il ifty 
or sixty mem were soon on his track. One 
negro iving on Mr. Moon’s place was arrest- 
ed and carried before her. ‘‘He is not the 
one,’’ she p®®)mptly said, and he was liberated. 
Another offe’ was then arrested, living on the 
saine pla@®; When brought within fifty 
yards of her she recognized him, and said 
most positrwly that he was the right one. 
This negro ® been to her house twice be 
fore, and Bad made impudent and imprope 
remarks tofer. She had told her triend 
abou. it, and was afraid of him. He was 
taket¥%o the place where the man had rua 
from Mrs. Swords’s house,and the tracks were 
found to be identically the same. There 
could be no longerany doubt of his guilt, 
and it required the hardest kind of persuasion 
to keep the crowd from hanging him toa 
limb. He was carried to Loganyille and sent 
from there under strong guard to Monroe, 
where the grand jury found a true bill against 
him next day, and he was put on trial at 
once, and convicted, and senteced to death 
within three days from the date of the crime. 

On the way to jail he said that he was in- 
nocent of this crime, but that he gave that 
other white woman hell. This remark was 
explained a few hours later by the appear- 
ance of another body of men, who told of the

counsel—a jury of your countrymen, select- 
ed by yourself—have by their verdict pro- 
nounced you guilty. The law fixes the pen- 
alty which you are to suffer. Controlled by 
your animal passions, your assault on this 
poor woman exhibits you to your fellow-men 
as an unmitigated brute—a disgrace to your 
race and to civilization, and the law declares 
you are unfit to live. Your days are num- 
bered, and under the law and the verdict of 
the jury it becomes my painful duty to pro- 
nounce their limit. For the sake of your 
wife and children and your own, I regret the 
heavy doom that hangs over you, however, 
richly you may deserve it. If you are inno- 
cent, so much the better for you, and the 
worse for earthly courts. You must soon ap- 
pear before a court where no mistakes are 
made—where condemnations and judgments 
are just. You have a soul to save, and I ex- 
hort you to look for pardon from Him alone 
who can grant you pardon. 
TAKEN BACK FOR EXECUTION, 

Bryant had been brought to Atlanta to be 
safely kept. Thursday afternoon- he was 
taken to Monroe by Deputy Sheriff Nowell, 
A.M. Kemp and George Walker. On his 
way down he talked freely to the officers and 
said he had maue up his mind to die, but 
that ‘‘he was all right.’’ He slept well Thurs- 
day night and yesterday morning atea hearty 
breakfast. By sunrise people began to pour 
into the town to see the execution.

THE NOOSE ELSEWHERE. 


Edward Hovey Pays the Penalty ef Crime In New 
York. 


New York. October 19.—Edward Hovey, 
murderer of his sister-in-law, was hanged this 
morning. Hovey passed the night quietly, 
sleeping part ofthetime. He had frequent 
communions with his pastor, Rey. Dr. 
Gilbert. Stimulants were administered to 
him at long intervals, and- shortly before 
he was led to the execution a hypodermic in- 
jection of morphine was given him. He 
expressed himself as resigned to his fate, and 
said he would meet his death like a man. He 
had forgiven ali those who had injured him, 
and hoped those he had injured would do the 
same, Hovey expressed sincere  con- 
trition for his crime.

New York, October 19.—R. G. Dun & Co., 
of the mercantile agency, report the business 
situation does notimprove. There is a mani- 
fest shrinkage in the yolume of trade, indi- 
cated by the very marked decline in ex- 
changes in this point, which is shared in by 
returns from seven of the largest commercial 
centers. Eleven cities show a slight gain in 
business, while at nine leading points there 
is a large loss localiy. The demand for mer- 
chandise shows a decline in volume as the 
season approaches close, but there has been a 
fairamount of profit in the transactions of 
the week, as prices have been pretty steadily 
maintained, Collections have been’ good, 
and notwithstanding the large increase in the 
number of failures, the losses as yet, by bad 
debts do not impair the expectation ofa 
fairly profitable season. The grain market 
has been irregular, and closes weak at about 
previous rates.

In 
December 1879, Mosely and his young 
wife, who was really, quite a child, had 
their last quarrel. During its progress he informed 
her that he was going to make his will and thatshe 
should not be namedinit. The next day after the 
quarrel Mosely went to Abbeville and had a law- 
yertodraw up ; 
mext time he came to town. That an 
when he reached home he _ told iis 
wife what he had done. The next day he stayed 
at home. That night about 9 o'clock some one Ccall- 
ed him to his door and shot him dead. The mur- 
der created a greal deal of excitement, and the ex- 
citement was increased by the
